SCRUG still wavers

. The Senate Conunittee for the 
Continuing Review of University 
Government is ' still trying to 
come to a decision about the kind 
of governing structure it consid* 
eis best for McGill. 

Although set up over a year and 
a half ago, SCRUG has so far 
been unable to come to a con- 
sensus over the question of 
whether the university should 
adopt a unicameral system of 
government or not. 

SCRUG chahTnan, Professor 
D. V. Bates of the Physiology 
department, yesterday explained, 
the committee's inaction by say- 
.ing that its tasic is a difficult 
one. 

Personally, Bates considers 
the university's present system 
of government adequate for its 
purposes. However, he conceded 
that there is a lot of ''undesirable 
duplication and overbp" at the' 
moment. 

He would like to see Senate 
and the Board of Govemots work- 
ing together more often instead 
of vyhig with each other for the 
right to make decisions. 

One of the signiHcant things 
achieved by SCRUG so far has 
been the production of a report 
on the University of Toronto's 
recently instituted unicameral 
system of government. 

The report was written after 
I^fessor Virginia Douglas and 
student representative Steve 
Strasser visited the U of T and 
had extensive talks with the uni- 
versity's Administration. 
.Bates revealed that Professor

He charged that in the Laval 
system, "there is a tremendous 
concentration of power in the 
hands of six men." 

The efficiency of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto's unicameral body 
was also questioned by the chair- 
man who pointed out that half of 
the U of T's governing body is 
appointed by the provincial gov- 
ernment. 



Bates thought the main reason 
for the reluctance of the com- 
mittee's faculty membeis to com- 
mit themselves to a unicameral 
body was that the system had 
not yet been tried at McGill. 

"If we had had a unicameral 
^em of some kind, some of 
the decision-making would have 
been easier," he claimed. 

The committee will be meeting 
on March 1st to, hopefully come 
to a decision. 



Department of Biology 
seeks new professors

McGill's Department of Biolo- 
gy ran an advertisment last week 
in the Positions Open section of 
Science Magazine, announcing 
an opening for "at least one 
Assistant Professor and an As- 
sociate or Full Professor". 

As this came only two months 
after the Biology department ter- 
minated the contracts of four pro- 
fessors, some serious questions 
have been, raised '.over the de-, 
partment's niethods. 

Dean of Arts and Science Ed- 
ward J. Stansbuty, when queried, 
said that "the termination of con- 
tracts was not merely because 
there is a budgetary problem. It 
was mainly due to the restructur-

Mention an independent social- 
ist Canadian and you'll Find the 
five NDP federal leadership can- 
didates nodding bi chorus. Switch 
the topic to an independent so- 
cialist Quebec and you'll sud- 
denly discover that half the chorus 
line is suddenly out of step with 
the other half. 

This is precisely what hap- 
pened at the Quebec NDP con- 
vention Saturday. Although all 
of the candidates paid lip ser- 
vice to Quebec's right to self- 
determination, their degree of 
enthusiasm varied considerably. 

Frank Howard, who spoke en- 
tirely in'îEn^ish, Fixed his pri- 
mary concern as the state of the 
economy, since he was, he said, 
"thinking in terms of what a 
socialist wants to do." Half of 
tile people under 25 in Canada 
are out of work, he charged, 
"because the resources and the 
economy are controlled by peo- 
ple who do not live in and who 
have no allegiance to Canada." 

Rights already recognized 

He advocated the development 
of Canada's bilingual nature 
rather than special status for'; 
Quebec, sayhig, "I consider it 
very regrettable , that we even 



Chairman of the' department 
Gordon MacLachlan seemed to 
agree with Stansbury's analysis 
of the situation. "We're trying 
to obtain the veiy best for the 
department;" he explained. He 
went on to say that "some won- 
derful people have applied." 

Both implied that the Fired' pro- 
lesson were not qualified on aca-, 
demie grounds. 

However, post-graduate students 
in the department 'who were in- 
terviewed at the time the firings 
were announced seemed to feel 
that at least two of the professors 
involved were better qualiFied than 
some of those left untouched.

He expressed the view that the 
resolution on the right of self- 
determination for Quebec, which 
was passed at the convottion, 
was not necessary, "since we 
already recognize this right as* 
socialists." 

"The resolution would • ^ve 
sustenance to those who want to 
separate and to those hard-nosed 
bigots outside Quebec who would 
enjoy seeing that separation take, 
place." • _ 

"I 'do not want to see us de- 
velop as a fragmented quarrelling 
group to become even further an 
appendage of the melting pot to 
the south," Howard concluded, 
to mixed polite applauié and boos.

ada facing an "invasion" in which

"We must'hivest the savings 
of the people in a way that will 
serve the people, by taking over 
the banks, insurance companies, 
and trusts," he proposed. 

Hamey also wanted a "decen- 
tralizing socialism," under which 
the people would be invited, for 
example, to dect the directors 
of local agencies of the Canada 
Development Corporation, in 
order to have direct. control over 
their investments. 

Since one cannot negotiate with- 
out equality, the Ntwo nations 
which are parties to Confederation 
must have free choice, he de- 
clared, and therefore the French 
Canadian people have the right 
to self-determination.

TORONTO (CUP) - Two thou- 
sand blacks met at Harbord Col- 
legiate here over the weekend for 
a conference on "The Liberation 
of Black People hi Canada". 

Although the conference sa- 
sions were clpsed to the white 
press. Rocky Jones, a Halifax de- 
legate, expIainéd.tÔ reporters that 
the black revolutionary movement 
must be against capitalism if it 
is to "destroy the basis of exploi- 
tation and racism." 

"We must operate internatio- 
nally to fight this ° racism,'!; he , 
said. "We serve notice] ^^o |[t li ë^ 
white community that^r^Bur 
building our own counter-Institu- 
tions." 

Speaking to an open meeting 
Sunday night (Feb. 21) Jones com- 
mented, "Rap Brown says vio- 
lence is as American as chqny 
pie... well, Canadians are as Ame- 
rican as cherry pie."

The Daily staff, yesterday

Tom Sorell. who indicated his 
intention to pursue a "progres- 
sive left-center orientation," 
defeated James de Wilde by a 
more than 2 to 1 margin (37 to 
15) with Arnold Bennett and- 
Morrie Schneiderman piclung up 
several votes each. 

De Wilde, vrtio did not attend 
the meeting, was represented 
without his Icnowledge by David 
Chenoweth. 

Also; in a surprise move, 
David Olhrer withdrew his candi- 
dacy for editor several hours 
prior to the election, stating that 
he hoped The Daily would "pro- 
duce a team which can woric to- 
gether and not alienate itself from 
Uic rest of campus." 

The staff decision for editor is 
subject to ratification at next 
weelt's Council ineeting.v> 

A clwe'lsœer^irâs^held for the 
position of Supplement Editor. 
John Bandiera, who was 
defeated by Karl Nerenberg, 
advocated to the Daily staffers 
that the Supplement contain pri- 
marily ' artistic as opposed rJioà 
political content.

The resurrected' position of 
Research Director was won by 
Khalid Hasan. He intends to set 
up a comprehensive file which 
reporters and feature writers can 
use to give depth to their report- 
ing. 

The remaining staff positions 
were filled by acclamation. Amin 
Kassam will take on the respon- 
sibility of Managing Editor. Barb 
Shamy, the only female to run for 
an executive position, will be next 
yëar's Business Manager. 

Laurie Breger will run the 
Sports Desk while Ze'ev lonis 
and Nigel Gibson are next yâr's 
News Editors.

HiovBiiig, discrimihation apinst 
blacks and reimbursement for 
previous victims; 

• Establishment of black agen- 
gies to encourage separate 
black educational systems to eli- 
minate currently racist stream- 
ing procedures; 

• "Emergence of black women 
from their position as domestics 
in white society; 

Organization of black adoption 
agencies and foster homes; 

• Aid to African liberation 
struggles morally and financially. 



to Quebec or to Canada," he de- 
clared. "I cannot conceive of a 
Canada without Quebec or Qué- 
bécois. Ihe natlmal^adstence of 
both will be èndmgiérad if Quebec 
separates, rilbiécaiâe^lF pressure 
from the Uniteil Stata;"^ 

Nevertheless Lewis "fully 
supported" the self-determi- 
nation resolution and promised 
to "defend with all 'n^ force the 
nght to orpnize dentocratfcally" 
toward the attaining of indepen- 
dence. "It wasibecause I felt 
this right threatened by the gov- 
ernment that I opposed the War 
Measures Act." 

He expressed his belief that 
the term "self-determination" is 
poorly understood in English Can- 
ada and will be interpreted as 
moral support for Quebec inde- 
pendence. "Those who advocate 
a party which b neither federalist 
nor independentist," he declaréd, 
referring to Waffle candidate 
Jim Laxer, "risk seriously to 
destroy the party's support in 
•English Canada without adding 
significantly to its support in 
Quebec." 

But, fearing "another Biafra," 
he felt that "it would be criminal 
to try to retain Quebec in Can- 
ada by force if it decided to sep- 
arate." 

' ' New cooperation possible 

Ed Broadbent spoke in both 
of Canada's official languages 
about "new possibilities for co- 
-operation between Quebec and the 
rest of Canada," advocating that 
Quebec should have more powers 
tlian the other provinces in the 
fidd of social security. 

He denounced Prime Minister 
Trudeau's view of federalism, 
which insists on the "exact equal- 
ity of all provinces," but in prac- 
tice^ is only applied rigidly with 
regard to Quebec. 

"We must also argue on the 
federal level for the fundamental 
right of Quebec to separate if 
it so decides, Broadbent said. 
He warned ominously that if Que- 
bec decided to separate and if 
a party holding to Laxer's views 
were defeated in a general elec- 
tion, then Trudeau would see it 



as a referendum for his point of 
view and might use force. 

"And there would not be 40 to 
50 New Democrats in Parliament 
to defend Quebec's ri^ts, as we 
did when we opposed the War 
Measures Act," he concluded. 

"National aspirations must be 
^ recognized" 

Jim Laxer, the Waffle can- 
didate for the NOP leadership, 
declared that "our people are 
suffering from disastrous unem- 
ployment because we are con- 
sumers and producers . for the 
American Empire," and that 
"federalism as it is" wiU lead 
to the domination of Canada and 
of Quebec by the U,S. 

Hexalled in French for a "new 
alliance," an association of Que- 
bec and Canada based on free 
choice, "defined according to 
the democratic deciston of each 
people, since "the capitalist sys- 
tem can be solved only by re- 
cognizing national aspirations, not 
by ignoring them." 



Laxer defended the Waffie. 
against charges of factionalism 
by David Lewis, who, however, 
denied that he had ever said that 
the Waffle should be expelled from 
theNDP. \, 

' "The Waffle was formed two 
years ago to move the party to the 
left," said Laxer, "and has al- 
ways been open to any party mem- 
ber. Our statements bave only 
been made as suggestions to the 
party. We wU support in the 
next election whoever is' chosen 
leader and we will be united 
against the common enemy." 

He defended the nationalism 
of the Waffle as "progressive," 
since the people are "seeking 
to regain control over a society 
which is dominated from the out- 
side. We have no intentioi} of 
throwing a cultural wall around 
this country. We will borrow ideas 
from everywhere." 

John Harney warned, ."We must 
develop a strong nation in Can- 
ada, or we will have no^nation 
with whkJi to support^ interna- 
tional socialist sentiment."
